Summary 

Synalissa symphorea is one of the calcicolous lichens and it has been hitherto 
known from Europa and North America. In the course of the study on Pyreno- 
psidaceae under the guidance of Dr. Y. Asahina in the last summer (1962), the 
author found that Synalissa sp. of Japan was identical with Synalissa symphorea 
of Europę. The identification was madę by the comparison with A. Losch’s 
European collections in the herbarium of Dr. Asahina.
